Lentil is 
good for you and cheap. I have been noticing that the price of food is going up. Some 
say it's because of the drought. I usually spend say 200 to 250 a month on my food 
to eat. I try to eat balanced (Cheetos) meals. Say chicken vegetable side dish of lentil 
or tofu, sometimes rice. This month I spent more on everything but all good 
balanced food. I have been craving a good greasy hamburger for a while now but the 
prices for a pound of real beef burger is very expensive, so sometimes it's fast food. 
I'm wondering what other people are doing to afford food during the drought? Have 
your eating habits changed much? Are you eating better? Worse? The same? Are you 
buying food in bulk? Making bigger meals for leftovers later? 

When I was a youngun in my 20's, this gal back in Hammond used to make this dish 
called Hobo Casserole. It went something like this; in a 4 inch deep cake pan about 2 
feet long and a foot wide, grease the pan. First layer mashed potatoes on the bottom, 
then put in a layer of tomato sauce, then hamburger, another layer of the sauce, then 
more mashed potatoes, then top it off with cheddar cheese. Back then it cost about 4 
bucks to make. It probably cost a whole lot more now. I have to eat a lot of protein 
because I'm diabetic and I don't take diabetic medication. I screw up a lot, but not as 
bad as I used to. If anyone's got any recipes for cheapo meals, feel free to share 
them with the rest of us. 

Has anyone ever read the story of Emma Gatewood or ever heard of her? I'm sure 
some of you have or you can Google her. I'm sure some information will pop up. 
What a life she had. There's a book written about her on Amazon called Grandma 
Gatewood's Walk. It's a story worth reading if you're looking for a good book. 
Speaking of Amazon, sometimes you can get good deals on food on Amazon. I 
recently ordered 80 ounces of Jif for under 10 bucks on there. Sometimes I'll order 
my coffee on there if I see a good deal. You're really lucky if you live in an area where 
there's fruit trees nearby, either on the property you are living or someone else's 
where you're allowed to pick. Some of you have gardens. Then there's The Pushy 
Shovels Community Garden ran by Marcos Olivarez. This man grows the best 
tomatoes I have ever had the pleasure of chomping into. I've only had them a couple 
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times because Pushy Shovels Community Garden serves the needs of the poor. For 
People who cannot afford to buy good fresh vegetables, Marcos has been known to 
deliver bags of the vegetables on his bicycle. Quite a feat for a man who just turned 
68 Years young on Thursday. Happy Birthday Marcos!
